One of the most important 
measures, however, is to 
cultivate the habit of eating 
slowly arid chewing the food 
thoroughly. At the turn of the 
century, Horace Fletcher, an 
American dietician, advocat- 
ed this practice and the term 
"to fletcherize," meaning to 
chew each mouthful of food 
40 times before swallowing, 
was added to the language. 


More correctly, water 
brash refers to reflex out- 
pouring of alkaline saliva 
and its regurgitation from 
the esophagus. It is usually 
associated with peptic ulcer 
or an obstruction 
in the 


esophagus.

I have the symp- 
toms of an ulcer—gnawing 
distress relieved by food, 
flatulence and sleeplessness 
—yet X rays show no signs 
of an ulcer.

surface. A giant crane pulled 
eight others from a ventilation 
shaft.
